“M.F.D." writes as follows in 
the Camrose Mail: 

Anyone who happened to be 
in Sedgwick last week and saw 
the groups of warmly clad child- 
ren catching snow flakes and 
romping about in the clear Al- 
berla air could understand why 
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such a luaee party of British emi. 
wrants tad left the old land and 
Wits traditions ta occupy the C. 


PL OR. ready made farms ins this 
newly discovered province of Al- 
berta. 

If you had mingled with) the 
elder members of the party, of 
whom there are sixty, all) told, 
you would probably have heard 
that Lloyd George’s budwet was 
the cause of their coming to Cau- 
ada, that they were tired of pay- 
ing hieh rents and taxes or (hat 
they wanted to “have a try at it” 
in at new country. They might 
not say so but it was evident that 
the real reason for their migration 
was “lo vive the kiddies a chance” 

For the feature of the party as 
Ht detrained at Sedewick was that 
over half were under twenty 
years of age. One man who hail- 
ed from Liverpool was the father 
of twelve children. Others had 
a family of four or five and few 
there were who had no progeny 
to look afler, A newly married 
couple was a singularity and they 
seemed (o feel it as they wandere | 
about by themselves and only as- 
sembled with the others at meat 
lime. This was thelr honey- 
moon, 

Everything was astir on Thurs- 
dav morning, The CPLR. tand 
officials were busy summoning 
rigs to take the prospective sel. 
(lers to see their farms from five 
fo len miles south of the town 
Fach settler had paid so much 
down Dut entered no contract un- 
lil they had seen their locations 
and found evervthing as repre- 
sented. The ardor of the warty 
was dampened by a blinding snow 
storm which blew up. Some vol- 
unteered to brave the inclement 
weather bul there were some who 
refused to venture out. How- 
ever the storm blew over. the 
sun came out and by night fall 
the head of each family and in 
many cases the wife also, had 
seen their future homes and had 
returned to town to draw up thelr 
conclusions, 

What the conclusions were 
could easily be judged by the bu- 
siness done by the Sedgewick 
merchants on the following day. 
Stoves, kitchen utensils, house 
furnishings and farm Implements 


were eagerly soucht after. The 
greatest difficulty In outfitting 


was the securing of horses. Prices 
seemed exorbilantly high but hor: 
ses were a necessity afler the pur- 
chase of a wagon and the filter 
of it with household necessaries. 
One man bought a team rather 
undersized and had the mortifica- 
tion to see the pair hitched to 
the wagon in the middle of the 
Street and refuse to budge. 

“Hold acarrot to its nose,” 
Jeered one of the onlokers. 

“Give it a few winds with the 
whip.” said another, who seemed 
fo think he could show an Enz- 
lishman how to handle horses. 

The Englishman, however, was 
in no mood for creating a scene. 
He quietly went to the former 
owner and returned with a team 
of stalwart) greys which could 
easily have pulled three times the 
load.

Printer’s Ink, the foremost au- 
thority on the subject of adver- 
tising in America, has a valuable 
article on real estate publicity 
from which the following is an 
extract: 

The dealer in country realty 
and farm lands is usually an ad- 
vertiser, but his advertising is sel- 
dom effective. It may bring fe- 
Plies, yet after he has followed 
these up with a formal circular, 
under one cent postage, and re- 
ceived no further inquiries, he de- 
cides that his advertising merely 
interested curiosity seekers. AS 
often as not stereotyped printed 
matter fails to give information, 
and is of a character to raise 
doubts as to his business standing. 
Not a line of information about 
his locality is included, and even 
specific requests for such infor- 
mation fail to bring it. He 
seems to think that as long as he 
sends a bare list of the properties 
he has for sale he has done his 
whole duty. He may add under 
one or two items some such phrase 
as ‘This isa snap!” But the reai 
information a buyer is seeking is 
lacker. This is why owners sell 
quicker bv advertising themselves 
—thev give plentv of information 
when it is asked for. 

What does the buver of coun- 
trv realtv want to know? Many 
things. The population of the 
nearest town and nearest country

seat are important in buying a 
farm. The general character and 
proportionate nationality of the 


people are also of moment, and . 


so are facts about local indus- 
tries why they are located there, 
topography of surrounding coun- 
try, nature of the soil, comparisons 
of properties-the-agent is: offering 
with those that have recently been 
bought and sold and are paying 
good incomes, 
nature of crops, whether grain, 
root or fruit, authoritative data 
regarding every crop that can be 
profitably grown in the neighbor- 
hood, average yields and compar- 
isons of profit o.. a basis of the 
value of land, educational and 
marketing facilities, climate, rain- 
fall, prices of land generally, rea- 
sons why values are going up, the 
least amount of money necessary 
to secure a good start, the area 
of land required to profitable 
farming, prices of commodities, 
stock, farm labor—these and a 
hundred other things the buyer 
of farm property wants to know 
before he will enter into further 
correspondence, much less pay 
railroad fare for a personal in- 
spection of the agent’s offering. 
Half of the prospective buyers 
who answer a real estate adver- 
tisement are uncertain themselves 
as to what they want in the way 
of property. They know they 
wish to purchase a farm that will 
produce a living, and a little more, 
but if asked to describe their idea 
of such a property they would be 
at a loss. It is the agent who 
should know what will suit. He 
must take the initiative in the 
transactions, giving in his letters 
and printed matter such informa- 
tion as wlli aid in making a se- 
lection. Printed matter ought to 
take the form of an encyclopedic 
treatise on the locality in question. 
Matter should be attractively 
presented as well as exhaustive- 
complete in its facts, and should 
be written from the standpoint 
of showing how a newcomer to 
that locality can succeed there. 
Fouallv interesting and convin- 
cing letters should keep the matter 
alive in the inquirer’s mind while 
he is digesting printed facts, and 
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ne should never be abandoned un- 
til it is certain that he will go no 
further in the transaction.

The Saturday Sunset: 

Like a bolt from the blue came 
an order-in-council from Victoria 
this week, raising the price of gov- 
ernment lands from.'$2.50 per 
acre for second class land to $5 
and for first class land from $5 to 
$10. 

For several years landstaking 
for purchase lias been going on a 
wholesale scale in this province. 
Millions of acres of land have been 
staked and many millions of dol- 
lars have been invested in British 
Columbia lands by _ outsiders. 
Whatever may be said as to the 
merits of the policy which the 
government pursued the men who 
put up their money and complied 
with the regulations are at least 
entitled to fair play. Under the 
government’s policy large sums of 
money accrued to the treasury 
which were credited to current 
revenue although they were the 
proceeds of the alienation of the 
provincial capital assets. 

It is welt known that much of 
this land was disposed of to Eng- 
lish and other outside investors. 
Probably millions of acres of such 
lands have changed hands on the 
strength of a certificate of pur- 
chase from the government. That 
their investment is now paralyzed 
is undoubtedly true. That many 
men relying upon the good faith 
of the government in granting the 
lands for which certificates of pur- 
chase have been issued, have re- 
sold these lands to outside pur- 
chasers is also true. 


Had the order-in-council ap- 
plied only to lands for which no 
certificate of purchase had been 
issued little fault could have been 
found with if, but the fact that 
it is made retroactive makes it a 
moral if not a technical breach of 
faith and means the probable ruin 
of many who have invested their 
all in these lands. 


The: order in-council applies to 

all lands the dpplications to pur-. 

~ chase which have not. been ac- 
cepted.” As no applications ‘can 
be accepted until the lands have 
been surveyed and classified the 
-order will cover lands staked as 


far. back as last autumn. © In the 
case of many. applications: it has 
been found impossible to survey 
or to classify the lands because 
such work cannot be successfully 
carried on in the winter, and also 
because not. enough © surveyors 
could be had to do the worx. 
Now when the surveyors could 
have taken the field, as many have 
-already done, the order goes into 
effect before the applicants ‘can 
comply with the conditions of the 
land act and after they had stak- 
ed, advertised, made their initial 
payments and received their cer- 
tificates of purchase and had in 
many instances resold on the 
strength of these certificates, their 
lands to outside syndicates. 


It is true the government has 
the technical right to refuse any 
is also known that none can be 
accepted until the lands have been 
surveyed and classified, but the 
business of dealing in lands has 
been carried on to a very large 
extent on the strength of certifi- 
cates of purchase. To such an 
extent has this been the custom 
that until an order-in-council was 
gazetted purchasers were satisfied 
to accept them as agreements on 
the part of the government to de- 
liver the lands when the other 
conditions of the act had been 
complied with. 

So that the order being retro- 
active works a hardship not only 
upon those who have had.the ex- 
pense of staking and advertising 
the lands, but upon a very large 
number of innocent third parties 
who have put many millions of 
dollars into such lands. And 
again there are many acres of land 
affected by the order upon which 
options to purchase have been 
given in good faith by locators to 
innocent third parties based upon 
the old prices. In many such 
cases the options have been on a 
basis of $3.50 an acre which with 
the cost of the land, the expenses 


of surveying, advertising and stak-- 
ing leaves a profit of about 50 
cents. It is obvious that those: 
who have given options will be: 
unable to deliver the land except 


‘at a’heavy loss, not less than $2°» 


an acre under the advanced prices. 
This fact is likely to lead to a great 
deal. of litigation, .the result of 


‘which will be to give a black eye 


to British Columbia land invest- 
ments. « , 

True the government offers to- 
refund the purchase price paid in 
by locators who do not want to 
complete: their purchases at the: 
new prices but that will not re-im- 
burse them for their expenses of 
staking and advertising, neither 
will it relieve them from the loss-- 
es they will sustain by being un- 
able to deliver lands now under 
option. 

The government {land policy 
has not been commendable, hard-. 
ly even defensible, but this order-- 
in-council which is tantamount lo 
a breach of faith with every man 
who ‘has been given a certificate 
of purchase, amounts in some cas- 
es to confiscation and in all it. 
inflicts a serious hardship upon 
every man affected, to say nothing 
of the impression of instability 
which it will create among large 
outside investors who have been 
pouring money into this province:

JASPER’S NOTE BOOK 
(Continued from page one) 


getting in Calgary, now that the 
people of that city have been a- 
roused to the necessity of open 
spaces is very significant. The 
other day a vote of some sixty 
thousand dollars was asked and 
only sixteen people marked their 
ballots against it. Edmonton 
would do well to folow the ex- 
ample of the southern city and 


‘employ a competent parks com- 


missioner. 

Our interests in this connection 
are already large. We want to 
make the most of the properties 
that we have and in forming plans 
for the future we can he of great 
service. A good move as a start- 
er would be to ask Mr. Archibald 
Mitchell, the forestry superinten- 
dent at Indian Head, to visit Ed- 
monton and give his opinion as 

» the best wuy to proceed. He 
made his home here some three 
or four years ago, when in the 
employ of the provincial govern- 
ment, so is already well acquaint- 
ed with local conditions, which 
counts for something. He has 
made a thorough study of the suh- 
ees and is a very safe man to fol- 
ow. 


A clearer or more comprehen- 
sive judgment than that given by 
Mr. Justice Stuart in the city case 
could not be desired. It should 
enable the citizens to understand 
very much better the system under 
which the municipality is being 
governed and should strengthea 
their belief that that system is the 
right one. 

It should not have been neces- 
sary to appeal to the courts to 
get the recent tangle straighten- 
ed out. The judge had no highly 
technical points to decide. "t 
v1 Simply a case of apply 
ordinary common sense to the 
situation. No one who had stud- 
ied the charter and had followed 
municipal affairs here for some 
years could have any reasonable 
doubt about the fact that the coun- 
cil in attempting to discharge Mr. 
Bouillon without giving him the 
benefit of open investigation into 
his administration were acting il- 
legally and without regard to pri- 


mary considerations of just deal- 


ing. 
To allow the council to dis- 
miss a commissioner at will” reads 
the udgment, “would be in effect 
to make the council the supreme 
administrative board as well as 
the legislative board and that is 
obviously not the general spirit 
of the statute.” 

Here we have the crux of the 
whole trouble. Not 
council of the present year but 
those of the past have failed to 
observe this elementary truth 
and from it most of our civic dis- 
turbances have sprung. 

But there is no autocratic pow- 
er given the commissioner, as has 
been alleged in some quarters. 
He is subject to the control of the 
council. Only, when they desire 
that he should be dismissed, they 
must act according to certain 
well-defined procedure. The 
fact that some of the aldermen 
had expressed themselves as un- 
favorable to Mr. Bouillon’s re- 
maining in office was, according 
to the judge, no bar to their ex- 
ercising their judgment as to whe- 
ther he should or should not re- 
main in the city’s employ. This 
confirms fully the opinion ex- 
pressed in this department of The 
Saturday News that when Mr. 
Bouillon declined to have his re- 
cord investigated and passed up- 
on by Ald. Mould on the ground 
that he was a personal enemy, he 
took an absurd stand and weaken- 
ed his position before the citi- 
zens very materially. 

The fact that under the judg- 
men the aldermen who voted for 
the dismissal of Mr. Bouillon will 
be called upon to pay the costs 
of the legal proceedings is to be 
regretted. It will doubtless have 
a good effect in making those 
who occupy these and other posts 
in the city’s gift, realize the need 
of being sure of their ground be- 
fore launching out on important 
projects. But we cannot forget 
that loose practices have prevail- 
ed in this connection for many 
years back and the councillors 
who will have to suffer financial 
loss in the present instance are 
largely the victims of a svstem. 
That they have acted from any 
improper motives there has been 
absolutely no evidence to show, 
and in consideration of the fact 
that they give their time to the 
city’s service without any recom- 
pense, it would be well if means 
were found by which they could 
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“by-law to secure 


only the’ 
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be spared the loss that will come 
to them under the judgment. 

The warning has been given, 
which will not likely be disre- 
garded in the future and the city 
stands to gain sufliciently by the 
clearing up of the ideas underlying 
the charter to warrant it in meet- 
ing the costs. It would be a good 
move on the part of the aldermen 
who are mulcted if, provided 
who are not mulcted if, provided 
means can be found by whit il 
propose that the municipality as- 
sume the liability. The great 
mass of the citizens would ua- 
questionably approve. 


What we need most of all at 
the present moment is a tempor- 
ary truce, so that the work of the 
city may go on as satisfactorily 
as possible during the present 
season. It cannot be said that 
Tuesday night's meeting gives 
much hope of this. But both of 
the contending parties owe it to 
the citizens to sink for the time 
being their antipathies. Mr. 
Bouillon should stay (ill the as 
tumn-at least and then the whole 
question of rearrangement can be 
gone into thoroughly. By that 
ume we'll be in a much beticr po- 
sition to judge whether he is worth 


the money that we are paying 
him.. 
The council has decided to 


take up the Athabasca power pro- 
position. At least it will pass a 
authorization 
for the expenditure of $100,000 
on the project during the coming 
year. This will enable the city 
io Kee} private exploiters out for 
that time. Once this is passed, it 
can proceed to investigate the 
power proposition more thorough- 
ly.

_do -business in either country. ex- 


perience its inconvenience daily. 
Men who have spent years’ and 
thousands uf dollars in the deve- 
lopment of mines in the southern 
part of Alaska;. are prevented 
from operation by the forestry 
depariment, :which controls the 
ground intervening between these 
holdings and the sea—their only 
means of transportation to a 
smelter. 

“British Columbia, while it suf- 
fers little inconvenience. on ac- 
count of the American iowner- 
ship of Alaska, realizes that if 
Alaska were a part of Canada and 
its natural resources could be ex- 
ploited under laws like its own, it 
would add greatly to Canada’s ad- 
vantage in the future, giving our 
coast cities a chance to expand. 
There is no disposition on the 
part of the Canadian people to 
despoil the United States. If we 
can not get Alaska by treaty we 
do not want it at all.”

MacKenzie,”’ said E. P. Spaulding, 
general manager of the Monarch 
mine near Murray, and until re- 
cently vice-president of the Idaho 
Northern Railroad, which he pro- 
moted and buill.

‘Dr. Henry Coward 


In view of the coming to Ed- 

onton early. next month of the 
Sheffield Choir the «; following 
sketch in T. P.’s Weekly is of 
great interest:

- It was on April 9th, 1904, that 
the Sheffield singers descended 
on London to put new life into 
the choral art of the metropolis. 
The occasion was the musical fes- 
tival of that year, and the music 
chosen to prove their prowess 
Elgar’s ‘Dream of Gerontius’ and 
Beethoven’s Choral Symphony 
—two of the principal works to 
be heard during the All Red tour 
through the Empire, starting witn 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, on March 
24th. “‘Gerontius” was barely 
four years old then; and some of 
us who had got into hot water for 
acclaiming that ‘‘pearl among O.- 
atorios,”’ a miasterpiece, fel! 
that now was the time to make 
quite sure that we were sure. | 
have visions still of Felix Wein- 
gartner cutling up the score into 
little polished blocks that reveale 1 
its consummate workmanship; of 
Dr. Elgar, soon to be dubbed a 
belted Knight (as many hoped 
and as many feared), coming on 
io the platform and bowing in his 
grave, preoccupied way; of the 
future Sir Henry Wood, leaning 
out of the organ-loft and applaud- 
ing these fellow “followers of the 
gleam’’—the gleam, shall 1 say? 
—of a shaft of sunlight on the 
gilding of the Queen’s Hall Inter- 
ior just as the solo horns were 
uttering their expressive Amers 
to the Angel’s first compassionate 
song; and then of an alert, spare 
figure stepping forward briskly— 
his face alight with triumph—and 
waving a genial hand to the mass- 
ed men and women above him, 
as they rose to their feet and roar- 
ed out a welcome to the “master 
chorus-master.”” It was Dr. Hen- 
ry Coward. 


I remember, too, a remarkable 
diversity of opinion in the Press 
afterwards. The critics had a 
Sunday in which to sort their im- 
pressions, and their pronounce- 
ments seemed to show the benefit. 
Some welcomed, some decried, 
the extraordinarily vivid singing 


.they had heard; but all frankly 


confessed to novel sensations. 
The unflagging energy and inex- 
haustible resource which made so 
light of the cruel exactions of Bee- 
thoven’s symphonic _ palinode 
where the theme of the conser- 
vatives, while the radicals busied 
themselves with the uncanny at- 
mosphere of the charnel house

which breathed through the De- 
mon’s Chorus. Indeed, one may 
keep an individual judgment as 
to whether all that snarling and 
sneering is strictly necessary, or 
whether it is advisable ever to 
sing through the nose, even to ex- 
press the scorn of a band of dev- 
il’s advocates at “psalm-droners, 
And canting groaners.” But 
that need not prevent one lifting 
the hat to a man who, in an age 
of compromise, has the courage 
of his convictions. As a tour de 
force such singing is wonderful. 
There are many things that Dr. 
Coward does—of malice pre- 
pense, so to speak—which are 
open to severe question; but the 
very ,heart-searchings that they 
cause are in themselves a tribute 
to the vitality of his readings. For 
they are all parts of a method 
which, by the mercy of heaven, 
has knocked many a futile illusion 
“higher than Gilderoy’s kite,” 
and which has taught British 
choralists brought up on the 
frame-food of ‘Handelssohn” 
(beware of imitations!), that their 
art is as much a matter of head 
and heart as of leathern lungs. 
He does not always escape éxag- 
geration. I find it difficult not 
to rebel at, say, the chorus, “His 
Yoke is easy,” from Handel’s 
“Messiah,” being used as an ex- 
cuse for a hop-skip-and-a-jump 
on the word “easy,” or at the 
suave number from Mendelssohn’: 
“Elijah”—“He that shatl endure 
to the end’’*—being made to sound 
like an ultimatum to the Sublime 
Porte, nor is it quite obvious, ex- 
cept for local colour, why the “‘re- 
finer’s fire’’ of sacred script should 
be promoted to the dignity of a 
Sheffield furnace. But when the 
history of the present renascence 
in English music comes to be writ- 
ten, I think it will be found that 
Henry Coward has so impressed 
his personality on choral singing 
that he will take his place along 
with Edward Elgar and Henry 
Wood in a triumvirate which has 
demonstrated that the sound 
should in all cases fit the sense. 


“Geared to one shaft.” 


Canadians especially should es- 
teem Dr. Coward as one after 
their heart. They love a handy- 
man; and here is an artist who, 
if in a momentary access of high

spirits he smashed his baton, could 
probably go to the nearest lathe 
and turn another just as good. 
For he started his career ina 
workshop, and for years had to 
indulge his passion for music in 
a scanty spare time. But like an- 
other present-day explorer of un- 
discovered country he has no 
doubt asked all along: “What are 
obstacles for but to be over- 
come?” = So, learning and leach- 
ing, he became Bachelor of Music 
at forly and Doctor five years 
later; and thus Oxford set hear 
seal on undaunted endeavour, Yel 
he does not excel as a compose. ; 
he may not even be deemed a 
heaven-sent conductor. 1 have 
seen him drop his stick into the 
orchestra, and have it) returned 
fo him by the polite violas, witn- 
out apparent detriment to the per- 
formance; heard him start a piece 
afresh after a public explanation 
that the mishap was due to him 
alone. One really thinks avo 
worse of him for that. It is so 
entirely easily characteristic of the 
man—his flaming enthusiasm, his 
kindliness of heart, his honesty of 
purpose. His kingdom is the 
practice-room. 1 gather that re- 
hearsals under him are exhiiar- 
aling affairs; he has laughingly ad- 
mitted that they are “lively’—the 
constant attendance shows them 
to be interesting. T cannot vouch 
for the truth of the tale that the 
singers, have had to write at the 
head of the Demons’ Chorus a- 
foresaid: “I ama big black devil!’ 
or to draw a wigwam on the first 
page of “Hiawatha.” But if this 
is not the fact, the underlying idea 
is correct: that they are made lo 
imagine both these things, and to 
present to their hearers a mental 
piclure of what they see with their 
inner eye. No detail is too smatl 
for Dr. Coward’s attention. He 
says: “I do a great deal of “‘pat- 
terning’—the singing of phrases 
and words, to get that subtle 
something which fies beyond the 
written musical sign.’’ Sometimes 
in actual performances this end- 
fess succession of “point” become: 
somewhat bewildering—the forest 
seems to consist of nothing but 
trees. But let them be properly 
welded into one whole, and the 
effect is electrical. He is not the 
only man who has seen others 
reap what he has sown: Has not 
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Elgar said that he never knew 
what his choral effects really were 
until he heard them done by 11 
chorus (rained by Coward?) “Laas 
Deo et Cowardo!” he exclaimed 
humorously, and there is not a 
member of the many choruses 
that Dr. Coward has taken in 
hand who would not echo the ery 
li is this unanimity of spirit that 
led someone to remark that they 
sing as though they were “geared 


to one shaft.” The industrial 
North understands what that 
means. 


Musical Reciprocity 

And then—-like Di. Charles 
Harviss, the real engineer of (he 
Giip—Henry Coward is a patric! 
He can think imperially in music, 
because his preference is for Bri- 
lish works than which he believes, 
chorally considered, there are 
none finer, Those thirty cities 
of the Five Nations who are to 
listen {to these pipers from the 
Old Country have called the 
tunes; and certain omissions from 
the list are sure to be noticed. 
But if composers are content to 
produce what has been unkindly 
called “imilation great music," 
rather (han their own, they have 
only themselves to thank if the 
public, and especially a new pub 
lic over seas, has horse-sense e- 
nough to detect the subtlertuge. 
That Sir tlubert Parry’s “Bles| 
Pair of Sirens” should tind a place 
in the programmes is creditable 
alike to choosers and chosen; tor 
this is one of the noblest achieve- 
ments in our music, and chorall, 
a joy from first to fast. At the 
other end of the scale we find such 
names as Granville Bantock and 
Rutland Boughton, and it is: sig- 
nificant that the fatter should fi- 
gure in one of his Choral Varia- 
lions of English Folk Song. — For 
this is sturdy stuff, Brilish to the 
core; and here is a man who, wilh 
the light heart of youth, has sel 
about establishing Choral Drama 
on the folk-lore of the land. Bui 


‘it needed a Coward first to show 


the possibilities that lie in exploi- 
ing the choral might of England. 
Meanwhile a musical reciprocily 
within the Empire is in sicht. 
“Sentiment sometimes begins in 1 
novel,” the greatest living expon- 
ent of that art has observed. More 
often it begins in song. And

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It cannot be said that Edmontonians had a duil 
week. The Oliver meeting and its afterclaps have 
stirred up the political pool again. Justice Stuart’s 
decision in the city case has led to a renewal of in- 
ierest in municipal affairs. The Sons of England 
<elebrated St. George’s Day in such a manner as 
co demonstrate very effectively how strong their 
attachment to the land of their birth remains and 
what a large and influential section of the populi- 
tion of Edmonton they: are. Out at the exhibition 
grounds the first of what should prove many fine 
cattle shows has been in progress. Incidentally 
the Land Office returns and those from the clearing 
house, as well as the crowds on the streets and on 
the incoming trains all serve to add their quota of 
interest to life, as the spring of 1911-finds it in 
the capital of Alberta. There is something doing 
all the time and it is well worth while having a re- 
served seat for the drama that is being put on. 

In what, it is often asked, does the charm of life 
in a place like Edmonton consist? That nine out 
of every ten men and women feel it is a certainty 
but they usually find it difficult to explain, satisfact- 
orily. Yet it should not be. The average person 
tikes to progress. What is life without growth and 
what can be more fascinating than to see a country 
«iid a city of vast possibilities working out its prob- 
lems of development and realizing the hopes of long 
years? No one with a drop of red blood in his 
veins can fail to be stimulated by what he sees being 
enacted all about: him in Edmonton at the present 
moment and it is a-rare privilege to be even a spec- 
tator'and a much greater one to be an active factor. 
When we get beyond this stage, when the more 
settled conditions, that some express the desire for, 
are brought about, we shall look. back with a very 
iar from unkindly feeling to the times through which 
we are now passing. 


But action is too brisk nowadays to waste time 
in philosophizing. As to the actual events of the 
week, there have been few public gatherings in the 
history of the city that have led to a larger amount 
of discussion than that which was addressed by Hon. 
trank Oliver and which the Liberal executive de- 
ciued should not be held under party auspices. Such 
contrary reports were sent to outside papers that 
the public at large is in very considerable doubt as 
io what actually did happen and what the status of 
the minister is in the city with which his name has 

‘teen so long and so closely connected. 

But the facts are really not difficult to get at. 
The meeting was called to discuss reciprocity. It 
showed that there was practically no difference of 
opinion on this question in the city. Since the an- 
nouncement of the pact was made, no one here has 
iad anything to say that was worth paying attention 
{o, against it. The feeling has prevailed that the 
government was being given more credit for the 
change that is in prospect than it deserved and that 
those.eastern politicians who were raising such a 
hulabaloo over the measure were playing right into 
the hands of the administration. 

But as to the actual effect of the fiscal changes 
few will be found to dispute that they are a good 
thing for the whole country and particularly for 
this part of it. This was certainly the sentiment of 
Wednesday night’s meeting and if Mr. Oliver and 
his friends had been willing to confine their atten- 
tion to reciprocity there would have been no dis- 
sidence manifested. Dr. Clarke delivered a master- 
ly address and carried the crowd with him, almost 
to aman. The Minister himself was given a re- 
spectful hearing and though it cannot be said that 
he illuminated the subject in any way, no one dis- 
puted his conclusions. 

It was only, when at the close a resolution was 
introduced, approving not only of the reciprocity 
arrangements, but expressing general confidence in 
the government and in Mr. Oliver in particular that 

‘any opposition showed itself. If the meeting was 
for the purpose of helping along the reciprocity 
-cause, this was very ill-advised. It has been known 
for many months that a very large portion of the 
population, which had been friendly to the Ottawa 


authorities in the past had become estranged and- 


that Mr. Oliver, who carried the city with a united 
party at his back, by only some six hundred votes 
‘in 1908, had suffered a great defection in his follow- 
ing. Such a resolution was bound to meet with 
outspoken disapproval.

The report of the meeting which was published 
in easlern Lideral yapers gave a totally wrong im- 
pression. That in the Toronto Globe concluded 
thus: 

“At the close of the meeting a resolution ap- 
Proving of the reciprocity agreement and endorsing 


| the Laurier Government, particularly the Hon. 


Frank Oliver, Minister of the Interior and member 
for Edmonton, was unanimously carried. There 
were a few interruptions during the progress of the 
meeting on the part of opponents of the agreement,

and but few from some who opposed Mr. Oliver 
personally. These interruptions, however, were of 
an insignificant nature, and were drowned by the 
audience, which demonstrated its disapproval in a 
most emphatic manner.” 

No word of the second resolution which was 
presented and which certainly met with the approval 
of a very large proportion of the audience. Just 
how many were with Mr. Oliver it is impossible to 
say. It is absurd to talk of anything that was done 
in the confusion that ensued at the close of the meet- 
ing as a test of public sentiment... The only way 
in which this can be arrived at with any degree of 
definiteness is at the polls. Unless all signs fail the 
time for this will come before many months, and the 
Saturday News for one is quite confident, from its 
knowledge of public opinion, that should Mr. Olives 
again seek the suffrages of the people here, he would 
not have the slightest chance of success. 

The really significant incident of the meeting

Possibly, But why in the report quoted from 
was no mention made of the retort to Mr. Adair. 
it is not every day that a minister of the Crown 
ina public gathering calls a fellow citizen a Har. 
It had news value, decidedly. 


In his explanation at Winnipeg Mr. Oliver went 
en fo say:— 

“Some of my own friends, impressed by the 
reileralion of the statement, had begun to ask what 
my connection had been wilh the overthrow of the 
Rutherford administration, aad it was time to deal 
wilh the issue. If there is avy proof it is now up to 
those who made the assertid. lo produce it.” 

To give absolute proof, one would have to be 
i the inner counsels of the party. Probably some 
who have been may bring it forward later. But 
looking at the matter from the standpoint of the 
general public, it will take more than Mr. Oliver's 
strong language to disabuse it of the idea that Mr. 
Adair expressed. Mr. Oliver is in control of The 
Bulletin. ll can hardly be denied that it was a party 
lo the overthrow in question, though it tried very 
hard to get back in line with the provincial cabinet 
the day after the first vole in (he legislature was re- 
corded and it looked as if there was not likely to be 
any change. Nor could there be any question of the 
altitude of the men who were known to be his par- 
licular mouthpieces, 

Then the comment, after the meeting, of the 
Calgary Albertan is not without significance. — It 
notes that Mr. Oliver says he did not have anything 
to do with the movement, but, if he did, he should 
be proud of ‘the fact. If this is {he case, why was 
it necessary to resort to such heated language tn 
denying the connection. The only justification for 
it was that there was something very much to be 
ashamed of in Mr. Adair’s charge and yet the Bulle- 
tin and all of the Oliver forces have been and still 
are telling what a service was done the province i1 
getting rid of the old administration, ‘There 1s 
surely something wrong somewhere. 


This week a meeting was held at which what 
is called the Liberal association of Edmonton was 
formed. Ils first action was to pass a resolution 
expressing confidence in Mr. Oliver and Mr. Sifton. 
But the old body which went by that name is still 
in existence. Who is to decide which represents 
the party? The situation that thus arises is of de- 
cided interest, but it is not an affair of the general 
public. What it has to consider are not appeals (o 
party loyally. The great bulk of the people are 
nol politicians. This is true, particularly in this new 
country. What they are Interested in are issues 
and these are quile clearly defined in the present 
instance. There is no question of personal spite 
involved in the attitude of the great majority of the 
people of this constituency or this province and all 
this foolish talk about “political pirates” “Camorra” 
etc., has no significance whatever in respect to them. 
They see {wo men in the principal posts of respon- 
sibility, so far as Alberta is concerned, in whom they 
can have no confidence, having their records in view, 
and will act accordingly. Whatever the future of 
Liberalism or Conservatism in Alberta, the outlook 
is a dark one for Mr. Oliver and Mr. Siflon, That 
is the conclusion which everyone who makes a care- 
ful study of the existing situation must inevitably 
come to. 

The large majorities registered on Monday for 
the park bylaws show how popular any move along 
that line is. The council should have no hesitation 
whatever in keeping up the good work. Public 
opinion has been brought to the stage where a pro- 
gressive policy is demanded. It is now between 
three and four years since the Saturday News began 
to talk about the desirability of having the hospital 
property converted into a breathing-spol for the al- 
ready crowded east end. It would have been a 
crime to have allowed it to get into private hands. 
Thanks to_the foresight of the first government of 
the province, the city will have the advantage of 
the spacious grounds surrounding the parliament 
buildings, which will go a long way towards supply. 
ing a central park for the west end. edt

THOSE WHO ESCAPED THE 
MASSACRE OF CAWNPORE 


The death of Rajah Sheopal 
Singh of Oudh, which has just 
been announced, revives memor- 
ies of the massacre of Cawnpore, 
during the Indian Mutiny, savs the 
New York Post. Fourteen offic- 
ers and men, who were among the 
fugitives induced to leave the city 
in boats by the treachery of Nana 
Sahib—and who were then, when 
utterly defenceless, shot dawn by 
Sepoys on the banks of the river 
—leaped overboard, and, by a 
desparate charge temporarily dis- 
persed the murderers. Being un- 
able to rejoin the boat, which had 
drifted away, they rushed {o a 
Hindu temple, and there kept the 
foe at hay until the building was 
fired by gunp They vail 
ed out. and hurled themselves a- 
gainst the crowd, but only seven 
of them lived ta reach the river. 
They plunged in and swam for 
their lives, amid a hail of bullets. 
Two were struck and sank, anda 
third, compelled by exhaustion to 
make for the shore. was beaten to 
death. The four survivors, after 
swimming six miles, landed on the 
bank exhausted, almost naked, 
and defenceless. They thought 
their fate was sealed when they 
saw a band of armed men ap- 
proaching. They staggered down 
to the river to make another at- 
tempt to escape, when the Jand- 
owner—Rajah Sheopal Singh— 
called out to them not to flee, as 
they were among friends. He had 
the fugitives—two officers, Mow- 


owder.

And 
then | proceeded to prove to her, 
according to the laws of thorough- 
ness and counterpoint, how poor 
a work, ‘‘La Tosca” was. I told 
her this aria suggested Verdi, that 
chorus was a reminiscence of Bi- 
zet. In a word, I knocked my 
own music info a cocked hat.” 

When 1 had finished, 
young lady said:

“There is certainly something 
to be said on the other side. As 
vou hint yourself, they were not 
all giants in the past. I doubt my- 
self if the average was as high as 
itis at present. It is a matter, in- 
deed, in regard to which it is very 
difficult to speak with any cer- 
tainty. Who can say what we 
should think of Sims Reeves, 
Patey, and the rest today? I 
heard the former in his declining 
years, and thought not only his 
singing but his style absurd. For 
the rest, all that one knows with 
any certainty about these old sing- 
ers is that they sang for the most 
part songs which no self-respect- 
ing artist today would dream of 
looking at. This hardly suggests 
a very high standard of cultiva 
tion on the part of either them. 
selves or their audiences. Let us 
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have a better conceit of ourselves. 
Our singers are as good as ever, 
in some respects vastly better—- 
better educated, more intellectual, 
more artistic.” 


There is no doubt some truth 
in the foregoing, The standara 
of interpretation at teast is pruh- 
ably higher today than ever be- 
fore. It is open to y.sestion, in- 
deed, if preoccupation with inter- 
pretation has not been responsible 
to some ement for the decline in 
the matter of sheer vocal quality. 
The old-time singers devoted their 
attention exclusively to the cull 
vation of their voices. Their suc- 
cessors do not. Perhaps, there- 
fore, their powers are not devel: 
oped to the same extent. Inter- 
pretation without voice is not 
much good. The average modern 
student does not always remembet 
sufficiently the supreme import. 
ance of developing and training 
to the uttermost the voice qua 
voice. 

The careers of some of the 
greatest singers have been almost 
wrecked from neglect and misdi- 
rection in this matter, When 
Jenny Lind went to Garcia, for 
instance, he said to her, “It will 
be useless to teach you, you have 
no voice left.”’ Fortunately, rest 
and proper training saved the silu- 


ation. Other fine voices have 
been irrevocably destroyed by 
faulty methods continued too 
long. A famous case was that of 


Duprez, a well-known tenor, who 
flourished some sixty or seventy 
years ago. “I have lost my 
voice,” he wrote in despair to 
Rubini; “how have you kept 
yours?”  Rubini replied: “My 
dear Duprez, you have lost your 
voice because you have sung wilh 
all your capital; | have kept mire 
because I sing with only the in‘e - 
est.’ Mr. Klein is undoubtedly 
tight in insisting on the supreme 
importance of good teaching.

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It is a frequent subject of re- 
gret that baseball has so largely 
displaced lacrosse in this country. 
The president of the eastern 
league recently made the state- 
ment that the latter game .was 
doomed even in Montreal. But 
a lacrosse enthusiast is able to 
point to the fact that it is being 
taken up in the United States as 
never before. while a stronz 
movement against the American 
national game is setting in. 

President David Starr Jordan 
of Stanford University has issued 
an order that the committee on 
athletics abolish intercollegiate 
baseball. To the further discom- 
fiture of the college athletes, Dr. 
Frank Angell, chairman of the 
Stanford committee on athletics 
says that in all probability base- 
ball will be done away with at 
Stanford. Dr. Jordan witnessed 
one of the games of baseball be- 
{tween Stanford and the’ Univer- 
sity of California recently, and be- 
came highly indignant at what he 
termed ‘systematic -muckerism” 
as manifested by the raucous josh- 
ing of pitchers and other players 
from the grand stand, the bleach- 
ers, and from the field itself. 

That it is practices like these 
which prejudice so many people 
against baseball is certain. “‘Base- 
ball tactics’ has now become a 
stock phrase to mean those by 
which it is attempted to take an 
unfair advantage of an opponent 
that is unsportsmanlike in the 
ordinary acceptance of that term. 
Why they should necessarily ac- 
company the game is a mystery. 
If a determined effort were made 
to cut them out, it would help 19 
make friends for this branch of 
athletics. 


That we are to have a six club 
league in Western Canada, Moose 
Jaw and Saskatoon coming in, is 
now a certainty. It strikes me 
as an absolute necessity to have 
two Saskatchewan teams. No 
league ever could be made to go 
with Edmonton and Calgary at
